ihe “Victory” Claims 

Ta three capitalist parties—republican, democratic and “socialist’—are 

all busy today, before the votes are cast and counted, boastfully claim- 
ing “victory’ for their particular candidates. This is done in a last 
minute effort to rally votes: After a campaign characterized by lying 
promises which none of them have any intention of fulfilling, they hope 
by these fake “victory” claims to further fool the workers into supporting 
capitalist candidates as against those of the Communist Party who alone 
fight against unemployment, wage cuts, lynching, speed-up, war and 
capitalism. 

The Communist Party does not retaliate by claiming a “victory” in 
the same sense as do the capitalist parties. The Communist Party does 
not judge its victories by the same standards as do the republicans, 
democrats and “socialists.” 
for the bosses against the working class. The fight between themselves 
fs only secondary; it is a “fight” to determine who shall rake in the 
graft while the bosses’ attacks on the workers are carried through. No 
matter which of these parties, or which of their candidates, are elected 
today, it means only one thing—victory for the bosses! 

But. this is merely victory in a single engagement. The war is still 
on. Regardless of who is elected the bosses will continue to lay off men, 
they will continue to cut wages, they will continue to increase the already 
killing speed-up, they will continue to club the unemployed rather than 
grant unemployment insurance, they will continue their war preparations 
against the Soviet Union and their imperialist rivals—in short they will 
continue even more ruthlessly to try to load the crisis burdens on the 
workers. 

And the workers, still more vigorously as their lying promises are 
exposed, will fight more determinedly against the bosses. The Commu- 
nist Party, in these battles, will continue to give uncompromising, revo- 
futionary leadership to the workers. 

In judging any particular battle in this war between the workers 
and the capitalists—the election campaign, for example—it is necessary, 
therefore, to determine which side has been most strengthened for the 
battles of tomorrow. 


* * * 


And, from this viewpoint, we unquestionably declare that the election 
campaign, as will be shown by a greatly increased Cdmmunist vote, has 
added additional strength to the workers. 

Votes can be divided between the republicans, democrats and social- 
ists” as you will; Congress seats can be divided between them in any pro- 
portion, but this does not add to the capitalists’ strength. On the con- 
trary, as the workers see through the fakery of these parties, the existence 
of three separate capitalist parties fighting among themselves on the 
methods of serving the bosses, living on graft or maintaining corruption 
only weakens the bosses. : 

An tricfease in the Communist vote, though, means an increase in 
the forces consciously waging war against the capitalists. It strengthens 
the forces which’ will leadership to the continuous, daily struggles 
of the working class in its fight against wage cuts, for unemployment 

in the revolutionary struggle to overthrow the 
rule of the entirely. An increase in the Communist vote means a 
strengthening of the workers’ conscious fighting force. 

So republicans, democrats and “socialists” can shout all they wish 
about “victory.” “But to the extent to which the Communists gain sup- 
port in this election to that extent the capitalists and their parties have 
suffered a defeat. Moreover, the gain for the Communists in this elec- 
tion prepares the ground for even greater defeats for the capitalists in 
the battles which will be waged throughout the coming winter and con- 
tinuously until the workers are finally victorious. 


The Communist vote will show a big increase today. But even this 
increased vote will not be a measure of the full Communist strength 
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in the United States. Thousands of workers are foreign born and cannot 


vote. Additional thousands are barred from voting by capitalist election 
regulations (residential requirements, poll taxes, etc.). Still more thou- 
sands, unaware of the importance of participating in these elections, do 
not register and therefore cannot vote. Many more are terrorized (the 
Negroes, especially) by the political machines of the old parties. From 
among these categories many thousands are supporters of the Commu- 
nist Party. ; 

We must blame ourselves, also, for our failure to get out our fullest 
possible vote. Our own organizational weaknesses and our lack of ex- 
perience in picking up the many local political issues, which hamper us 
in developing all struggles of the workers, have been very costly in the 
battie with the well oiled and powerful political machines of the bosses. 
These weaknesses must be recognized and critically examined with the 
view of correcting them in the shortest possible time. 

There is no ground for optimism, no ground for pessimism. The 
big increase in the Communist vote today must be soberly examined, pri- 
marily with the view of finding out why more workers were not broken 
away from the three capitalist parties, in order to most effectively con- 
tinue and strengthen the fight of the workers against the bosses. 

The partial victory for the workers, as represented by today’s Com- 
munist vote, must be the means of carrying the struggle forward for 
every demand of the workers. Vote Communist today! Continue the 
fight under Communist leadership after the elections! 


A “Socialist” Swindle 


A GREAT big headline on the official paper of the fake “socialist” party, 
calls everyone to vote for “Socialism and Security.” 

Every worker should be thoroughly convinced already that, while 
genuine socialism such as workers are building in the Soviet Union would 
indeed mean security, the so-called “socialist” party here does not stand 
for socialism. 


One of the chief proofs of the “socialist” partys nostility to real 
socialism, is its lies and attacks on the Soviet Union. Many things might 
be added. Such, for example, Thomas’ approval of the jailing of Foster 
and the other Unemployed Delegation of March 6th; his tranquil smile 
while witnessing the delegation led by Nessin being beaten up at City 
Hall, and his expressed “pleasure” that the police had been “gentle” in 
ejecting workers from the Cooper Union meeting Sunday night. 

But the swindle put out that by voting for such fake “socialists” you 
are voting for “socialism and security,” is further revealed in the fact 
that while the “socialist” party claims to stand for something definite in 
the line of “security” through unemployment insurance, it actually doesn’t 
mean what it says, and Norman Thomas, the chief figure in the so-called 
“socialist” party, is offering a reward for somebody who will bring in an 
idea on what can be done about unemployment. 

Norman Thomas, leader of the “socialist” party, clearly don’t con- 
sider that the “socialist” program for unemployment insurance is to be 
taken seriously. Because he, Norman Thomas, as Executive Director of 
the “socialist” controlled “League for Industrial Democracy,” on October 
16th, sent out a circular letter offering cash prizes up to $300 for—“the 
best solution for this problem (unemployment) and the reasons therefor.”

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EXPOSE SECRET PACT BETWEEN 
BOSS, ‘INTERNATIONAL’ CO. UNION 


Made During Fake Strike Last Year; Sells Out 
Workers on Every Side; Prepare Real Strike! 


NEW YORK. — Exposure of a 
treacherous secret supplementary 
agreement between the officials of the 
International Ladies Garment Work- 
ers and the bosses during the fake 
strike last year brought a hot state- 
ment from the Needle 
Trades Workers’ Industrial Union, 
and new interest in the plans for the 
coming dress strike. 

The LL.G.W. supplementary agree- 
ment with the Affiliated Dress Manu- 
facturers Association includes the fol- 
lowing points: 

1.—Operators must work 5 days on 
unsettled garments. (very often in 
five days the operators finish a cef- 
tain lot of work and vision means 
actually that the operators are forced

to accept whatever prices the boss 
offers them.) 

2. No resettlement of prices on 
either minimums or averages. (This 
means that if the dress manufacturer 
succeeds in tricking the price com- 
mittee into a settlement of prices 
which results in a weekly wage lower 


then the workers have no right to 
re-settle any of these prices.) 
No Back Pay. 

3—In case of discharge for any 
reason, no back pay if reinstated. 
(This is intended to discourag a dis- 
charged work from pressing for a re- 
instatement because the case is usu- 
ally dragged on for weeks with the 
impartial chairman. The worker has 
very little opportunity of being rein- 
stated in this manner anyway.) 

4—Reorganization due to perma- 
nent curtailment of business or fund- 
amental change in character of 
business. (This treacherous provision 
completely wipes out the right of the 
worker to the job, and gives the dress 
manufacturers the right to discharge 
any workers on any flimsy excuse.)

Many arrests of speakers, the mur- 
der of Communist candidates, head- 
quarters raided, the breaking up of 
meetings, the clubbing and jailing of 
candidates and deportation of foreign 
born workers active in the election 
campaign has been widespread 
throughout the United States. The 
reports gathered by the I. L. D. show 
(these are far from complete) as the 
last days prior to election as well as 
election day itself are always the 
most intense period of the campaign. 

In Chicago, Lee Mason, Negro 
worker and Mitchell Gray, candidate 
for congress on the Communist Party 
ticket, were mercilessly beaten by 
police at election rallies and died as 
the result of wounds inflicted by the 
police. Two more workers were killed 
while participating in the election 
campaign of the Communist Party. 
These workers, one in Detroit and 
the other in Pennsylvania, encount- 
ered the iron fist of capitalism while 
fighting the militant battles of their 
class in the election campaign. 

More than 317 workers were ar- 
rested and jailed during the cam- 
paign, many of these, candidates for 
office on the militant workers ticket. 
The headquarters in Portland, Ore., 
was raided and 23 workers arrested, 
many of these held for deportation, 
and in Buffalo, New York, the head- 
quarters was destroyed and 26 ar- 
rested. 

Many Communist candidates have 
been arrested and jailed. Carl Reeve, 
candidate for governor on the Com- 
munist Party ticket in Minnesota; 
Avanti Borgnis, candidate for attor- 
hey general in Connecticut, are only

Anti-Injunction Mass 
Violators Sentenced 


NEW YORK.—“Our police should 
deal summarily with such as you. 
I don’t advocate clubbing (barefist 
punching and heavy-shoe kicking 
will satisfy His Honor’) but more 
summary action on the part of the 
police will instill in you greater 
respect for our state, its courts 
and its laws.” With this greeting 


ferson Market Court yesterday morn- 
ing “heard” the 23 pickets arrested 
in front of the Zelgreen Cafeteria, 
West 34th St. Thursday noon for 
open mass violation of the injunction 
the boss obtained against the Food 
Workers Industrial Union. The in- 
junctions in labor cases, according to 
Governor Roosevelt, are supposed to 
have been abolished in New York 
state. 


The greeting over, Magistrate 
Dodge proceeded to dispense “im- 
partial” boss-justice in very liberal 
portions—from 6 to 30 days in the 
work-house, every jail sentence ac- 
companied by a lengthy sermon on 
“the need to respect our country, its 
laws and its institutions and if you 
don’t like it here, why don’t you go 
back where you came from?” 


“His Honor” particularlyy bullied 
those pickets who tho not members of 
the Communist Party, militantly fol- 
lowed the leadership of the party in 
the left-wing Food Workers’ Union. 
He jeered at them for stating they 
were not Communists and charged 
them with being “cowards, who were 
afraid to stick by their principle and 
that they ought to stick or stop.” 
The pickets militantly flung back 
this accusation, in the judge’s teeth 
and declared that, tho not yet Com- 
munist Party members, they were 
fighting for their class against ex- 
ploitation and would continue to do 
80. 


The pickets unanminously rejected 
the bribe offered them by the 
Judge and Assistant District Attorney 
Goldstein to let them go free if they 
pledge themselves not to picket again 
at Zelgreen's. They insisted that they 
would carry on until they won. 
These statements, repeated by every 
picket, so enraged Magistrate Dodge 
that he finally cut short M. Leroy, 
who stated he was a member of the 
Young Communist League, with a 
curt “I want none of your speeches” 
and doubled his sentence from 15 
days to the workhouse to 30 days. 

With the satisfaction of a good 
Sabbath spent in the service of the 
bosses, Magistrate Dodge adjourned 
court until Monday, when another 
batch of Zelgreen pickets will be 
brought up. At the Food Workers 
Union the determination prevails to 
carry on the strike to organize the 
the food workers, injunctions, bosses’ 
magistrates and jails notwithstand- 
ing. 

Immediately preceding the case of 
Zelgreen pickets, the same judge freed 
Mr.Shore, an open shop dress manu- 
facturer, of 32 West 35th St. charged 
with assaulting Goldi Brooks, Negro 
worker, and her husband for de- 
manding her wages which the boss 
had refused. Brooks had to have six 
stitches taken in his scalp at Roose- 
velt hospital and Goldie had two

IN GRAFT JOBS 


Tammany Corruption 
Extends to Family 


NEW YORK.—While Mayor Jim- 
my Walker has representatives of the 
jobless beat up in his presence for 
asking that the city provide bread 
for their hungry children, Tammany 
takes care of Walker's family. It 
takes care of them at public expense. 

Rosemary and Diana Walker, 
nieces of Mayor Jimmy, the Broad- 
way butterfly, are down on the civic 
list as “orderlies” at Willard Parker 
Hospital. Only men orderlies are 
used there, but these two women 
members of the Walker family draw 
$1,900 per year, more than many su- 
perintendents of nurses get in New 
York City hospitals. They were 
started at $1,400 a year, and had each 
a $500 raise within six months, this 
year. They do not even pretend to 
live in New York; they are residents 
of Crestwood. 

By Walker’s own admission in the 
trial of Nesin, Lealess and Stone, 
jobless leaders in the October 16 
demonstration, it was Nesin’s charge 
of corruption in the city administra- 
tion, of theft of millions while the 
jobless starve, that caused Walker to 
start the police into action. The 
Daily Worker has proved in a series 
of articles that Walker is in on the 
big taxi graft. It nows appears that, 
like a good head of a family, he lets 
his relatives feed at the city graft 
trough, also.

Real Relief Needed 
By Jobless 


(By a Worker Correspondent) 
NEW YORK.—wWhile pounding the 
pavements trying to dig up some 
“coffee and,” I observed that our 
gentlemen politicians are in the fruit 
business. Last week, you will remem- 
ber, they offered ice cream to the un- 
employed delegation as a relief. Now 
they have the unemployed out ped- 
dling apples with honorary badges 
reading “Mayor’s Committee of Un- 
employed; Buy an Apple.” 

Apple Selling Scheme 

I walked up to one of these “hon- 
orary” unemployed, and asked for in- 
formation. It seems they are trusted 
with a box of apples by the politi- 
cians’ employment office on Lafayette 
Street. The box contains from 80 to 
88 apples and costs the worker $1.75. 
So if he has luck and sells a box in 
two days, he makes about $2.25 by 
peddling two long days on the street 
corners, little better than a beggar 
pedd:itig pencils. 

Put 25 in Business 

Meanwhile, the politicians are mak- 
ing a nice piece of change by get- 
ting rid of these apples for the fruit 
dealers. As for remedying the un- 
employment situation, yes they have 
put about 25 jobless out of 800,000 
into the apple business. I suppose 
next they will be getting out some 
“honorary” peanut stands for the 
unemployed; that will sure be an- 
other great help—to the fruit mer- 
chants and pv"licians.

Force Single Men Into 
the Army

SOUTH BEND, Ind.,—There are 
over two hundred mills and shops 
here in which the working class is. 
Every day the bosses change their 
plans in their interests. 

It is rationalization and speedup 
and the layoff system. It starves and 
kills the workers. 

New Blacklist System 

Studebaker is the largest industrial 
unit. It employs normally over ten 
thousand workers, from 2 to 3 thous- 
and. 

The bosses have a registration sys- 
tem. They call workers in the office 
and ask questions: How many wives 
and children, homes and property 
and if it is mortgaged or not. 

After that examination the ‘grand 
jury’ company officials decide whether 
the worker male or female has to be 
laid off or not. Most of the poor 
single men are being laid off or 
starvéd to death by the “civilized” 
bosses. 


Forced into Army 

So the bosses have forced the single 
men to go to the army to join to de- 
fend American barbarous imperialism 
in the next world war, and keep those 
who support families and press on 
them the inhuman exploitation.

JOINT DECLARATION 


German Metal Workers Strike 

CE October 13th, 140,000 German metal 

workers are on strike in Berlin. The gov- 
ernment arbitration imposed a wage cut of 8 
per cent. At the same time, it was proposed 
to introduce part time work in a number of’ 
work shops whereby the unemployed situation 
had been considerably aggravated. 

While the reformist leadership of the trade 
unions and the social democratic lackeys of 
the government did everything to retain the 
metal workers of Berlin from their strike-move- 
ment, the workers followed the call of the lead- 
ers of the trade union opposition and started 
their action against the resistance and open 
betrayal of the reformist, social fascist bureauc- 
racy. =. 

The 140,000 metal workers not only opposed 
the 8 per cent wage cut, but immediately arew 
up the following demands: 

1. Against every cent of wage cuts. 

2. For the 7 hour day and 40 hour week. 

3. Twenty pfennig wage increase. 

4. Equal pay for equal work for. women and 
youth. 

5. Bread and work for the unemployed. 

The attempts on the part of the officials of 
the metal workers union to sell-out the workers, 
was answered by the striking metal workers in 
Berlin by closer solidarity and increased strike 
action. 

The great battle of the Berlin metal workers 
was from the beginning, subject to all attempts 
of disintegration by the social reformists who 
were in permanent secret conferences with the 
government, the minister of labor, and other 
fascist agents of the bosses. They agreed on 
October 20th to the proposal that the arbitration 
imposing 8 per cent wage cut reduction shall be 
cancelled and a new arbitration proceedure 
started with the aim to impose a 4 or 5 per cent 
reduction. 

This attempt of discrimination and treacher- 
ous policy of sell-out was unanimously rejected 
by the whole fighting front of the striking 
metal workers. r 

Then again on October 28th, confronted with 
this revolutionary upsurge on the part of these 
metal workers, the reformist leaders of the metal 
workers union agreed to the proposal that the 
arbitration shall be postponed and the work 
immediately resumed in all workshops. This 
was nothing also but another scheme to break 
down the heroic struggle of those striking metal 
workers and, on the basis of this, force upon 
the workers the new proposa! of the govern- 
ment reformist leadership of taking a referen- 
dum among the organized section of the work- 
ers who are on strike. ‘ 

It must be understood that many thousands 
of strikers are not members of the metal workers 
union and, according to the proposal of these 
offcials, these thousands of workers who are 
unorzanized and part of the revolutionary wing, 
would therefore be deprived of participating in 
the referendum. In view of this, the officials of 
the metal workers union expect to receive a 
8 amount of votes to force their treach- 
erous program of sell-out upon these strikers.

cause of the obvious refusal on the part of the 
masses to give way before the onslaught of the 
metal bosses. 

The strike of the metal workers in Berlin 
against this 8 per cent wage cut is not an isolated 
thing in itself, but part of the growing revolu- 
tionary movement which is developing in all 
fields of German industry. 

On the first of November, the collevtice agree- 
ment will expire in the basic industries of 


Berlin, and 500,000 workers will be confronted 
with the wage cut and closing down campaign 
of the bosses. 

This gives the present metal workers struggle 
an unlimited political perspective. If the Ger- 
man metal workers will be able to continue to 
fight, they will not only defeat the attempts to 
reduce the already unbearable conditions to 
absolute starvation, but they also will face the 
attack of fascism in Germany with a sweeping 
revolutionary offensive of the workers, the poli- 
tical importance of which will reach far beyond 
the German frontiers and will become a land- 
mark of the revolutionary upsurge in the inter- 
national movement. ; 

This strike on the part of the 140,000 metal 
workers is a challenze of the fascist Bruening 
cabinet to force upen the workers in Germany 
the Young Plan of Wall Street. The metal 
workers made a start and they will be followed 
by increased revolutionary mass movements on 
the part of the German working class. 

The T. U. UL. and the W.LR. therefore, calls 
upon the American workers to support with all 
fellow workers. The workers of the United 
States must see that the struggle of the Ger- 
man workers is their own struggle, in fighting 
unemployment, wage cuts, and the whole system 
of rationalization, ; 

It is, therefore, necessary that in evry trade 
union, in every factory and workshop, commit- 
tees of action, and in solidarity for the German 
metal strikers, will be organized to help the 
German workers in the present and coming 
struggles. 

Program of Action. 

1. A committee of action shall be created in 
every industrial center. The committee shall 
be composed of representatives of the T. U. U. L. 
district center, of the metal workers industrial 
possible effort, the struggle of their German 
league, of the W. IR., and if possible, represen- 
tatives of the biggest workshops in the most 
important working class localities. The com- 
mittec are to call immediately, mass meetings 
to popularize the significance of the German 
metal workers strike and the revolutionary con- 
flicts which are developing all over Germany 
against the fascist ruling class. 

2. A conference shall be called for the earli- 
est possible date in order to bring the solidarity 
action into the major organizations of the work- 
ing class. The speakers sent out by these con 
ferences shall cover every important demonstra- 
tion, meetings and affairs organizéd by working 
class organizations. 

Special efforts shall be made to build up or- 
ganization among the German working class 
in this country. 

3. The Metal Workers’ Industrial League of 
the T.U.U.L. shall immediately work out a pro- 
gram of action in order to become the driving 
force in the building up of material relief for 
these striking metal workers. 

4. The Metal Workers’ Industrial League must 
make an extreme attempt to utilize this situa- 
tion for building up class solidarity between 
the metal and steel workers in the United States 
and the striking metal workers in,Germany. 

5. The conferences are to set dates for a soli- 
darity day during which collections shall be 
taken in all possible fields of a working class 
character. 

6. All money collected is to be sent immedi- 
ately to the National Office of the W. IR., from 
where it will be sent to the German metal 
workers by the Joint Committee of the T. U. U. L., 
Metal Workers’ Industrial League and the Work- 
ers’ International Relief.

Boss Parties Expose Each Other 


As Enemies of Negroes

S the various state election campaigns enter 

the final week, the Negro workers are afforded 
the illuminating sppectacle of three opposing 
groups of Negro misleaders engaged in a bitter 
attack on the political parties of the capitalist 
oppressors (republican, democratic, “socialist”), 
but with each group of misleaders putting for- 
ward its claims for one or other of these enemy 
parties as the “least unfriendly” and “the lesser 
evil.” So thoroughly have the bosses parties 
exposed their hostility to the Negro masses that 
this is the best that the Negro misleaders can 
do for their capitalist masters, alternating this 
tactic with the other even more hypocritical 
tactic of telling the Negro masses to vote for 
“men and measures” and not bother about the 
political parties, by which, as everybody knows, 
the men and measures are controlled. 


A Battle Royal Between Traitors. 


It is a battle royal, in the prize ring sense, 
between three sets of traitors to see which gang 
will have most success in betraying the Negro 

masses into the hands of their enemies by cajol- 
ing Negro voters to cast their votes for the 
parties of their capitalist oppressors. 

It is a sorry spectacle that each gang makes 
of each other’s favored group of oppressors. 

For instance, over in Illinois, the jim-crow 
republicans have dug up the following anti- 
Negro statements by democratic leaders of state 
and national calibre: 


Hatred of the Negro Masses. 
“So long as I have breath to speak I shall raise

my voice to prevent criminal Negroes from lord- | 


ing it over christian white men.“ And again: 
“I want just a community here, but before god, 
this is a white man’s government.” These two 


statements were made not by Heflin of Alabama 
by Jim Hamilton Lewis, of Illinois.

are not lacking in ammunition to hurl at their 
competing traitors. Among other things are 
mentioned the silence of Hoover on the lynching 
terror of the bosses workers, 
the bitter insult to the Negro in the 
jim-crowing of the Gold Cross mothers, the 
republican failure to enforce the 14th and 15th 
amendments in the South; Hoover's bid for 
southern lily-white support; Hoover’s alliance 
with the Klan during the last presidential elec- 
tion; Ku Klux Klan control of several republican 
state organizations, such as Indiana, and the 
support being given Heflin in Alabama by the 
republicans who declined to put up a candidate 
in order to help Heflin, who backed Hoover in 
the last presidential election. 


“Socialists” Thoroly Exposed. 


And in the sharpened struggle, the “socialists” 
have repeatedly exposed their treachery. Preach- 


ing equality in the North, they have practised’ 


the most wanton jim-crowism in the South, and 
even in New York City where they have a jim- 
crow “socialist” party headed by Frank Cross- 
waith, and in New Jersey, where in most places 
there are “Negro branches” of the “socialist” 
party. And in Texas, the “socialists” had the 
nerve to advise the Communist Party to avoid 
the Negro issue as they—the treacherous, yellow- 
bellied “socialists’—have done! 


In neither of these camps is there any dis- 
position to combat the oppression of the Negro 
masses, but simply the determination to achieve 
personal fortune and advancement by betraying 
these masses. .

Increasing Aceidents in the 


Pennsylvania Mines 
By K. KEMENOVICH 


Pittsburgh papers carried the following laconic 
story: “Brownsville, Pa., Oct. 24—Infection re- 
sulting from a bruised knee, suffered at work 
caused the death of Samuel R. Twell, Nama- 
colin r. He leaves wife and ten children.” 

Stories’ of this type appear every day in the 
papers in the mining towns. Only they are not 
displayed on the front page but stuck away on 
the fifteenth or twentieth page, among the ad- 
vertising, where only those interested in such 
news will find it. Only when there are from a 
dozen to scores of miners blown to dust by an 
explosion will the papers display it where it is 
possible to find it. 

According to the statement of the Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Labor, this year has been 
devoid of any major accidents, that is explosions, 
yet, for the first six months 406 miners were 
killed outright and there were 23,134 non-fatal 
accidents in the mines in the state. The figures 
of the Department of Labor, however, do not 
state how many of the “non-fatal” accidents be- 
came fatal later, as was with the case of Samuel 
R. Twell. Neither does the department specify 
how many of the non-fatal accidents were to- 
tally disabled, losing both eyes, arms or legs or 
have had their back broken, their chest or hips 
smashed so badly that they are permanently 
laid up in bed. We cannot learn from the report 
of the department how many miners died from 
typhoid fever, blood poisoning, tuberculosis, etc. 


All sicknesses and deaths being a direct result 
of the working in the mines and living in un- 
healthy company towns. No mention is made 
of how many miners suffer with the miners’ 
asthma and other permanent occupational di- 
seases. Were we to know all of this, we are 
certain that the figure of 406 deaths is mislead- 
ing and that the deaths would be doubled and 
tripled. 

This is not the task of the Labor Department! 
No, its task is to whitewash the coal companies, 
to cover up the real facts, and through mislead- 
ing figures to make the workers believe that 
things are not so bad. This we know from the 
past. When the Labor Department, whitewashed 
the corporations in the explosions that killed 
200 men at Mather, over 100 men in Kinlock, 
a dozen or so at Gates, etc. The Department of 
Labor is supposed to have inspectors who make 
regular inspections of the mines and on the 
basis of their findings enforce the “safety first” 
rule. The inspectors, however, are former man- 
agers of various mines, and receive their ap- 
pointments through the good graces of the coal 
companies, depending on the political machines 
for reappointments. Certainly these mine in- 
spectors fail to observe any unsafe practices of 
the coal companies. 


There is a practice by the mine inspectors 
to chalk up a cross everywhere that they wish 


to have the roof strengthened by timbers. Some 


of these crosses are wiped clean the same day 
by the company men under instruction of com- 
pany bosses; other crosses remain on the roof 
for years, but no timbers. Results are that hun- 
dreds of men are killed or maimed at the very 
spot where the inspector demanded additional 
support to the weakened roof.

Why Every Lehigh Valley Worker 


Should Vote Communist

EHIGH VALLEY has quiet a variety of city ad- 
ministrations, beginning with the vicious 
terror stricken. Bethlehem down to the “socialist 


In Bethlehem the conditions of the workers 
are daily growing worse. Every day brings new 
lay-offs, cuts in the rates and cuts in time of 
work, which means wage-cuts, since when a 
worker is forced to go on a two day a week work 
instead of three it means that much less money. 
While Schwab talks about the wonders of science 
has done, there is developing a sentement among 
the Bethlehem Steel workers against new ma- 
chinery. Just as at the beginning of the machine 
age in Europe the workers cursed and attempted 
to destroy the machines that haye thrown them 
out of their homes and caused them starvation 
and ‘misery, so do the workers in Bethlehem talk 
about machines being the cause of them losing 
their homes, the cause of starvation for them- 
selves and their families. What the Bethlehem 
steel workers must realize is, that not the ma- 
chines are stealing their homes and bread, but 
Schwab and Grace through the ownership of 
those machines. : 


In an address to the American Iron and Steel 
Institute Mr. Schwab said that d months ago 
he promised not to cut wages, and he didn’t, 
nor does he have any intentions of cutting them 
now. Only about a month ago among the many 
operations on which rates were cut, there was 
one operation for which they received $2.90, this 
operation was cut to $2. This happened in Steel 
Works Open Hearth No. 3. In letters from 
workers to the Bethlehem Steel worker, issued 
by the Communist Party Shop Nucleus we are 
told that on many operations, they can’t even 
make the day rate which is 43% cents an hour. 
In the same address he states The past 12 
months are the first real test we have had of 
our new American prosperity—by which I mean 
the basic factors underlying our higher standards 
of living, including mass production and dis- 
tribution and high wages,” (emphasis mine L. R.) 
Does Mr. Schwab mean the high wages of him- 
self and Mr. Grace? or does. he consider the $7. 
a week on which many of his slaves are forced 
to live, high wages? 

In order to keep the Bethlehem workers from 
learning the truth about the causes of their mis- 


erable conditions, the City Administration is en- 


forcing a reign of terror. When we applied for 
a permit to hold a Communist Election meeting 
in Bethlehem the mayor gave it to us, providing 
of course nothing is said against “our institu- 
tions, etc.” However, a day or so before the 
meeting a rumor was issued from police head- 
quarters to the effect that the hall would be 
raided. Thus while forced to keep up a semb- 
lance of free speech the administration has man- 
a 
ng. | 


In Allentown we have à so-called “liberal” ad- 
ministration. This simply means that instead 
of open terrorism like in the case of Bethlehem, 


workers. Such as the arrest and conviction of 
the Communist speakers on September first on 
a pretext of them not having formally applied 
for a permit. However when a permit was ap- 
plied for, they named about half a dozen relief 
societies, which never have any meetings on the 
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an. hour for him, try to keep the Communists 
from organizing the workers of Allentown? 

As for Reatiing the “socialist city,” it is eott - 
mated that there are at least 15,000 workers un- 
employed, getting no relief at all. Wages are 
being slashed everywhere um the help of the 
socialists. The hosiery workers who make up 
bulk of the workers in Reading, have been the 
aristocrats of the textile workers making as hign 
as $75 and even.$100 at times, are now forced to 
work for as low as $25 a week, and even less. 
In the railway repair shops employing about 
5,000 workers men are working for as low as 35 
cents an hour only from 2 to 4 days a wek. 


We cannot however say that Mayor Stump the 
“socialist Mayor” is doing nothing; for our at- 
tention was called to the fact that since he has 
been elected Mayor he attends church, although 
before he became Mayor he.did not do so. We 
may therefore assume that he is doing it to pray 
to god for relief of the unemployed. However 
outside of that and the fact that he forced the 
workers from the Rosedale Hosjery mills to ac- 
cept. a wage cut, although the workers were 
ready to strike against it, he has done nothing. 

In some cases the socialists of Reading true to 
their kind, have proven to be even better watch 
dogs of the capitalists’ profits than the leaders 
of the open capitalist parties. Before Stump be- 
came Mayor a permit was obtained for a tag 
day to raise funds for the striking miners. When 
Stump was asked for such a permit to raise funds 
for the Gastonia strikers, he even went to the 
trouble of sending a letter to the committee in- 
forming them that they cannot have the permit, 
in the “best interests of the community.” When 
the socialists are reminded by the workers at 
their meetings about their promises to the unem- 


ployed workers, etc., they have a good alibi. 


That is that the other two capitalist parties who 
formerly ran the administration went into debts 
that it would take them 8 years to get out of, 
after that the unemployed workers of Reading 
can have their relief. What is 8 years to an un- 
employed worker with an empty stomach? But 
then how should the socialists know? They are 
well paid for their treachery to the American 
workers! 


The workers in Lehigh Valley have learned 


To fight against this misery, we must also vote 
for the Communist Party.
